Cities To Be Blasted 


LO , _ 10.7%(4)—American fighter and bomber forces 
“within the immediate future” will join the RAF in blasting Hitler's 
great industrial cities and driving his planes from the English Channel. 


This pledge came today from 
the commander of the United 
States Air Forces in the European 
theater, Major General Carl 
“Toughy” Spaatz. 

He declared further that United 
States Air Forces eventually 
would rise to 400,000 fliers and 
ground crew men and that there 
was complete co-operation and 
understanding with the RAF, 
which now has nearly three full 
years of active fighting exper- 
ience with Hitler’s planes. 

Giving point to his assertions, 
made shortly after a flying in- 
spection of United States air- 
dromes in these islands, was the 
announced arrival of additional 
contingents :of American troops. 
Air force men as well as units of 
all other combat forces were in 
the fresh convoy which arrived 
on an unspecified date.

The raiders concentrated on 
shipping and dock facilities, scor- 
ing a direct hit on one 4,000-ton 
steamer, starting a big oil fire near 
the docks and planting all their 
bombs in the target area. Then 
fighters which escorted the bomb- 
ers machinegunned the piers. 

The Japanese have been using 
Haiphong as a port of entry for 
troops and supplies.since Septem- 
ber of 1940, when the Vichy reg- 
ime in defeated France made the 
first of its “agreements” with Tok- 
yo permitting progressive occupa- 
tion of the colony. 

The city is on the Gulf of Ton- 
kin in north Indo-China, less than 
100 miles from the Chinese border.

Farmers To Cet

Cotton Bagging 


Government Places Or- 
der for 4,000,000 
Cotton Coverings. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—() 
The Agriculture Department an- 
nounced today that cotton markets 
would allow farmers an extra 
seven pounds on the gross weight 
in bales cov- 
ered with cotton fabric patterns or 
coverings, 

Jute wrapping has long been the 
covering. However, the war has 
curtailed imports of jute, causing 
a shortage in this type of material. 

To help promote the use of the 
cotton fabric coverings, the de- 
partment said it would continue 
to subsidize their manufacture. It 
placed orders for 4,000,000 cover- 
Manufacturers will be paid 
a subsidy of 35 cents a pattern by 
the department. They in turn must 
sell the patterns to producers at 
not more than $1.10 and to whole- 
saler producers at $1 per pattern. 

The department said these prices 
were close to the prevailing prices 
for jute patterns. 

The Lane Cotton Mills Com- 
pany, of New Orleans, La., has 
been allocated the manufacture of 
3,930,000 patterns, and the Litt! 
Rock Textile Company, Little 
Rock, Ark., 70,000 patterns.

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The British authorities in India have un- 
doubtedly chosen the lesser evil by the arrest 
of Mohandas Gandhi and some of his follow- 
ers. Despite rioting which nas broken out in 
Bombay and some other Indian cities there is 
hope that this phase will pass and that the 
minority group which adheres to the Gandhi 
standard will realize the suicidal fatuity of its 
position. 

Adherents of the miscalled “All-India Con- 
gress” are, as a matter of fact, but a small 
minority of the population of India. It is cer- 
tain, should the Gandhi program succeed, the 
only result would be to divide India into a 
myriad of racial and factional segments, éach 
fighting others on religious, racial or political 
grounds. 

Instead of an India reasonably united under 
British rule, potentially a fairly strong military 
barrier to Axis ambitions, there would be an 
India so torn by internal dissension that there 
could be no resistance to any Japanese in- 
vaders. 

Gandhi has displayed an utter inability to 
understand the world crisis. He has held to 
his own political program even though by so 
doing he would scuttle the hopes of victory for 
the forces fighting for world freedom. His 
attitude at such a time as this has been little 
short of imbecilic. Britain has granted to India 
every possible concession at this time. To 
grant more would be betrayal of all the United 
Nations. 

It is to be hoped the British, in their desire 
to give India every freedom possible, have not 
délayed too long the firm action ‘which is now 
inevitable. Not only for the sake of the United 
Nations, but for the sake of India herself, 
Britain must stand firm against the Gandhi 
program. If she does not, India will fall like 
an overripe plum to the Japanese. Then the 
same groups that today riot in Bombay will 
wish. from their despair, they were once again 
under British rule,

Trees Depleted 
A warning in the public’s interest was voiced 
recently when Earle H. Clapp, acting chief of 
the United States Forest Service, deplored the 
unnecessary destructive cutting of forests now 
going on under the cloak of war emergency. 


One need not be a technical forester to ap- 
preciate the evidence of the present héavy drain 
being placed on our already depleted forests. 
Nor is it difficult for the average citizen to 
realize the folly of slashing and depleting our 
woodlands by removing every tree of a size 
large enough to make a 2 by 4. Trees which 
have not as yet reached midmorning of a 
prospective life of many benefits. Trées, which 
if spared the careless ax would increase their 
volume of timber many fold during the coming 
years and reseed the barren hillsides with 
young growth for future generations. Small 
trees which involve a waste of labor, gas, rub- 
ber and equipment to cut, haul and manufac- 
ture during thése critical times. 


The folly of this method of cutting in past 
years is shown by the fact that, today, survey 
crews aré out in search of new areas to provide 
hardwoods for airplane veneers, specialty tim- 
bers for ship and dock construction, and other 
high-grade forest products, of which a scarcity 
now exists. 


Winning the war is the biggést job facing 
the nation today. No one quéstions the urgency 
of using our every resource to its fullest ca- 
pacity. Freezing orders and other restrictions 
placed on products of our forests already rate 
this material as critical. This makes it all the 
more imperative that care be taken to cut 
only those trees which have reached a size and 
volume to justify their removal, leaving the 
young fast-growing trees for future use. 


Following this practice, our forests can sup- 
ply our presént war needs and still retain a 
growing stock for post-war needs, In that after- 
war period, yéars will be required to rebuild 
a war-torn world, America’s forests will be 
called upon to supply large quantities of build- 
ing material, and Américan workers will find 
employment in harvesting and manufacturing 
these products. | 


Yéars have been spént in educational efforts 
to keep our forests productive and much good 
has resulted, but the problem is far from solvéd. 
Many operators have employed foresters to ad- 
vise and issist them in harvesting on a sélec- 
tive cutting system on their own lands, yet nu- 
merous cases have occurred where opérators 
left a stand of timber in good shape on small 
holdings, only to be followed by other operators, 
whose waving greenbacks were too much for 
the farmer, so the remaining trees were cut, 
leaving bare, unproductive areas. 


Considering all these factors, Mr. Clapp rec- 
ommends two steps to protect the public's in- 
terest in our forests; first, public ownership 
and management of more forest lands by com- 
munities, states and the federal government, 
and second, nation-wide public regulation of 
cutting practices sufficient to keep our forests 
reasonably productive. The public has much 
at stake in our forests. It is a stake which 
should not be neglectéd.

Washington Opens 
«Stage Door Canteen 
By Eleanar Roosevelt. 
HYDE PARK, Sunday.—I did not have space on Friday to tell 


you that last Thursday evening I went to a meeting held on the 
stage of the National theater in Washington. The American Theater 
Wing War Service, Inc., which sponsors the 

stage-door canteen in New York City, was or- 

ganizing the Washington stage-door canteen. 


Miss Helen Hayes, a Washington girl, is 

going to head it. We all had supper and then 
the speeches began, presided over by Mr. 
Brock Pemberton, the New York play pro- 
ducer. I imagine there were more stars tread- 
ing the boards than ever had been on that 
stage at one time before. 

Playwrights, actors, actresses, the union 
representative of the stage hands, businessmen, 
lawyers, all those interested in the theater, were 
represented. The speeches made tears come to *"Saeeiaes 
many eyes. ‘The theme was that if Washington undertook no run 
a stage-door canteen, there would be plenty of work for everyone 
who could give time or money, and a very rich reward in personal 
experience. The stories about the boys drove home this fact. 

One of the rules of the stage-door canteen is that the hostesses 
may not go out with any of the boys. One man, who has been 
coming regularly for a long time, invited the senior hostess and 
one or two others over to Governor’s Island for an entertainment, 
saying: “You see we are only allowed to ask our families, but 
two of my boys have been killed in this war, and you are the 
only family I have, sc won’t you please come?” 

Running the canteen in Washington isn’t going to be easy, if 
it is as popular as the one in New York City. It will require an 
enormous amount of food and a great deal of talent to keep the 
show going night after night. 

The boys themselves contribute considerable talent. I have an 
idea that down here we might feature community sipging. A good 
many boys come from places where they are familiar with folk 
music and many people in Washington know a great deal about that 
particular branch of American art. 

Friday afternoon in Washington I received the members of the 
institute on world problems of the World Federation of Education 
Associations. They were a most interesting group. I should have 
liked to spend more time with them, but since I had been unable 
to obtain space on a plane, I had to leave them to say good-bye 
to Her Majesty, the Queen of the Netherlands, and take a 4 o’clock 
train for New York City.

Ideally, we should try to work 
in correct posture and to rest be- 
fore we are overly tired. But this 
isn't an ideal world and we get 
plenty tired before we have a 
chance to rest. | 


When we do rest, | 
it’s an excellent idea to counter- 
act gravity and tone the muscles 
that make for good posture at the 
same time. 

The way to do this is to lie on 
your back and elevate your feet— 
two pillows under your hips and 
three under you lower legs. That 
upside-down position helps to put 
your abdominal organs back 
where they belong, relieves con- 
gestion in the feet and ankles, and 
sends the circulation into the up- 
per part of your body. It even 
gives your face a lift! 

From there, it is easy to do a 
few exercises that cinch the good 
work. Try flexing alternate knees 


toward the chest. Do this slowly 
and rhythmically. Another exer- 
cise is to raise one leg from hip, 
knee straight, in a circular move- 
ment. Do five lazy circles with 
one leg, then five with the other. 
For a third exercise, swing alter- 
nate legs straight in the air, from 
hips, making a. right angle with 
trunk. And, last, lie with arms 
straight out from shoulders on the 
floor and swing alternate legs up 
and over to touch toes to opposite 
fingertips. 

Do each exercise slowly and 
precisely and rest between times. 
As you go through the motions, 
press the small of the back down 
against the floor and pull up and 
in with your lower abdominal 
muscles. If you will do daily ex- 
ercises of this kind, you will have 
a better posture and figure and 
will look younger.

Be careful what you write to 
the fighting men of Uncle Sam’s 
armed forces! 

This is the advice of hundreds 
of American Red Cross workers 
who come into contact daily with 
the troubles and personal prob- 
lems of American service men, 
both at home and abroad. Too 
many times, they warn, the folks 
at home pour forth petty family 
problems in letters to their boys 


who are away in camp or fighting | 


at the front. The result in many 
cases is the demoralization of a 
brave soldier. The loving mother, 
sweetheart, uncle or aunt unwit- 
tingly may be aiding the enemy. 

There are too many cases, Red 
Cross workers declare, of a sol- 
jier, sailor or marine receiving a 
wire, “Come home, mother se- 
riously ill.” Verification of the 
facts by

By far the majority of the cases 
investigated by Red Cross Home 
Service workers are legitimate. 
In these instances the Red Cross 
mobilizes its forces both in the 
soldier’s camp and in his home 
town to provide financial assist- 
ance, arrange for transportation 
and aid to his family during an 
emergency. 

It is the minority of letter 
_writers who bring about demoral- 
ization among the troops. Many 
of these writers are unintentional- 
ly worrying the service man, a 
few deliberately. Most of them 
‘are merely too prone to seek com- 
fort on small personal problems 
from a soldier who himself needs 
the united support of his family 
at home. 

So the next time you write 
“Johnny Doughboy” be cheerful,
